Tie Farmer's FiGHt ror FULL Parity PAY FOR His PRODUCTS AT THE 
marketplace has not ended; only begun. The Secretary of Agriculture has just 
as much power right now to support basic prices at 90% of 
parity as at 822%. He has the power to support wool 
at 1109%—in order to get 300,000,000 Ibs. of fleece. He 
has the power to establish and maintain orderly marketing of fruits, nuts, vege- 
tables, etc., in the interest of both producers and consumers—a fair price with- 
out unreasonable fluctuations. He has the power through marketing agree- 
ments, school lunches, veterans’ hospital and service men’s rations, to support 
the prices of whole milk and dairy products at 90% of parity, just as much as 
to cut them to 75%. He has the power, and $15,000,000, to accelerate the 
eradication of Bang’s. He must support tobacco at 90% of parity. He is 
directed to make a study and report to Congress by Jan. 3, 1955, on the 
feasibility of dairy price stabilization. He must report by March 1, 1955, on 
the feasibility of the two-price system on rice. He may conduct referenda to 
see how you producers stand. All in all, power enough is vested in our Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to ensure the capable farmer parity pay.

Baker has 240 acres on the home farm 
and rents an additional 156 acres. He now 
feeds 60 head of cattle—expects to feed 
out 120 next year—and produces 
500 head of hogs annually. Then he tops 
things off by raising and marketing about 
1,600 turkeys each year. 

Turkey raising is not new to Baker. His 
family has had turkeys since 1914. Francis 
mother still takes a very active interest in 
Back in 1914, the first tur 
key venture in the Baker family was a com 
plete failure. Turkey hens were used for 
brooding a few turkeys, but none of the 
birds lived. Francis’ mother remembers 
how their poults were started years ago on 
onion tops and oatmeal because na com 
mercial turkey feeds were available at that 
time. 

It wasn’t until 1931 that the Bakers 
raised more than 100 turkeys a year. Their 
turkey business has gradually increased and 
this year, 1,350 Broad Breasted Bronze and 
250 Beltsville White poults were started 
around the first of May. The poults were 
purchased from a commercial turkey hatch- 
ery and put into battery brooders on the 
second floor of a new 30x60 ft. general 
purpose building. An oil stove is used in 
the brooding room to provide additional 
heat.

At cight weeks, 
the birds go on an alfalfa-brome 
range. Baker rotates his turkey range to 
keep disease problems to a minimum. 

Years ago, turkey growers were plagued 
with the dreaded blackhead disease. Often 

5% of a turkey flock would die from 
blackhead in year. have 
been developed to control this disease and 
Baker gives his turkeys Enheptin 
three weeks after the birds are 10 
of age to prevent blackhead. 

A number of portable 12x18 ft. shel- 
ters are used on the range to give protec- 
tion from the sun and rainy weather. The 
shelters have roosts both over and under 
the roof. Baker has streamlined range feed- 
ing by having large self-feeders which will 
hold enoygh feed for a week. A 
fills large turkey waterers. 

Poults are fed a commercial starter mash 
for the first six to eight weeks. Then they 
are given a turkey growing mash plus oats. 
Whole corn is added to this ration about 
September 1. 

If you have ever raised turkeys, you know 
that they can make very rapid gains on a 
limited amount of feed. For the first eight 
weeks, the Bakers’ Broad Breasted Bronze 
turkeys can produce a pound of gain on 
less than 2.1 pounds of feed. It takes about 
75 pounds of feed to produce a 20-pound 
Broad Breasted Bronze.

Baker advises people who are thinking 
about turkeys as a sideline not to go in 
the turkey business too big at first. “Folks 
need to have experience before they start 
raising a large flock of turkeys,” he says. 
“The first eight weeks of a turkey’s life 
is the most period. In addition, 
people need to like turkeys in order to 
be successful.” 

Turkey raising, today, is pretty much a 
standardized operation. The old 
and miss is gone.

1. What is the highest ever bid for 
a beef bull or female sold at auction? 
$100,000 for Hillcrest Larry 25th by 
Fairoaks Ranch, Baerne, Texas, in the 
dispersal of the Hereford herd of the 


late C. A. Smith of Chester, W. Va. 


2. What sort of a shoe is required 
by a running race horse? Weight is a 
handicap to Thoroughbreds wherever 
carried, so their shoe must be light 
yet strong enough to take the heavy 
impact with the ground. For these rea- 
sons a steel shoe is used, without caulks 
but with extra deep fullering (the 
crease in which the nail holes are 
placed) to roughen the ground sur- 
face. There are six nails in both front 
and hind shoes placed well back to 
prevent spreading or bending, with a 
central toe clip in front, outer and in- 
ner toe clips behind. 


3. Does the U. S. Army support an 
Equestrian Team bon compete in inter- 
national jumping events and Olympic 
Games? No, the Army abolished its 
horses and team after the ’48 Olympics. 


4. What are the four-beat gaits of 
a saddle horse? Flatfooted walk, run- 
ning walk, stepping pace, and rack. 


5. Why is it best to get cornbelt 
lambs off to market by May or June? 
The younger the lambs, the more eco- 
nomic their gains; also lambs suffer 
from heat and gains are impaired during 
hot weather when parasitic infestations 
are heaviest. 


6. What is the most economical 
source of digestible nutrients for sheep? 
Ohio Station finds comparative costs 
to be: pasture $1.26, hay $1.74, silage 
$2.07, and concentrates $4.23 per cwt. 


7. How may bulls be proven against 
transmitting dwarfism? By mating with 
cows known tto carry the gene for 
dwarfism. If the bull is free of the 
gene his progeny will include no dwarfs. 
If he carries the dwarf gene, although 
manifesting no dwarf characters him- 
self, he will sire a dwarf calf whenever 
one of his own genes for dwarfism 
unites with a similar gene from the 
cow. The greater the number of car- 
rier cows bred to him the more conclu- 
sive the evidence from the progeny test. 


8. How soon after breeding can preg- 
nancy be diagnosed in the cow? At 
30 to 40 days by the very skillful, with 
greater ease after 45 days. 

9. Are white hogs the only victims 
of sun scald? No, white or spotted cat- 
tle and whitefaced sheep may suffer 
and require ample shade to minimize 
their exposure to the sun. The inflamed 
areas may cause cattle to move stiffly, 
and if on teats, may interfere with 
milking or nursing. Sheep suffer irri- 
tation and swelling of face and ears 
which they rub against walls and fences.

Department of Agriculture view. Consumer 
buying power show any abrupt 
change. Agriculture exports probably will 
be well maintained. You can proceed with 
plans for next year in expectation that out- 


wont 


lets will be reasonably stable. 

Removing the “total acreage allotment” 
provision of the acreage controls wi!l make 
it easier for the livestock producer next 
year than the original program would have 
been. You can raise feed grains other than 
corn and still be eligible for wheat, corn 
and cotton The program will favor 
some livestock expansion.

Beef cattle of good, choice and prime 
grade probably will soon begin to work 
moderately lower in price. Prime cattle are 
likely to hold up best and may reach a 
new peak for the season in December or 
January, while other fed grades are sagging. 

Prices for low grades of slaughter cattle 
probably will round the seasonal bottom 
in the near future and start an uptrend by 
early winter. Selling from range sections 
that are short of winter feed and the usual 
prewinter cleanup of “off” grades will keep 
November markets under pressure, but the 
supply will begin to diminish before the 
end of the year. Cattlemen have asked the 
government to resume the beef buying pro- 
gram of year. If it does, some price 
improvement will come at once.

Stocker and feeder cattle prices proba- 
bly will be only steady to weak in the 
next month or two. Any dip in prices for 
fed cattle will chill demand for feeders 
Recent feeder prices at $2-3 over a year 
ago made finishing look rather inattrac- 
tive. Keeping feedlots topped out on price 
rallies for upper grades appears advisable 
Buy good feeders if prices settle back a 
little in November. Plain or common feed- 
er cattle with good middles and muzzles 
to be fed for the spring butcher market 
are the safest buy this month and next.

10% more hogs in November than in 


October. The level at which the trade will 
buy pork and lard for storage will set the 
price low point. Around $17.50-18 a cwt. 
at Chicago seems likely now. 

While prices are near the winter bot- 
tom, don’t expect the $6 rise that took 
place from November to April last winter 
to be repeated. The seasonal advance at 
that time came on top of a cyclical up- 
swing. This winter the cyclical trend will 
be running counter to the seasonal trend. 
A $2-3 rise is the most to be expected. 











Tack On Barn Door for November 


Begin to feed hogs to slightly greater weight. 
Sell on price runups at 225 pounds or a little more... . 
Top out old crop fed cattle on price bulges. 
common steers to finish for the spring market. . . . Sell lambs 
only after they are well fattened. . . . Cull and sell poor 
layers and poor milkers even if price is low. . . . Order im- 
proved strains of hay and pasture seeds for spring planting. 
Buy corn. and sorghums while they can be had below loan 
value. ... Get phosphate fertilizer to apply on manure in barns.

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The hog-corn price ratio is down near 
the long-term average. It may hold near 
this level for several months, but the ma- 
jor trend will continue down until some 
of the high-cost producers begin to drop 
out or cut back. 

With prices near bottom for the winter, 
it will be safe to make hogs a little, heavier 
and to wait for price bulges. Topping them 
out at 225 pounds or more looks best. 


Lamb prices probably will be past their 
fall low point by late October and are 
likely to improve slowly in November. 
Fat lambs should have a good rise to the 
late winter or early spring high, although an 
upmove equal to the $5 advance last sea- 
son does not seem to be in the cards. With 
the trend turning up, the advantage in 
waiting until lambs are fat is increasing. 

Wool prices won't change much. Grow- 
ers are asking the government to go up 
the legal limit on the incentive payment 
to brgng returns on the 1955 clip up to 
110% of parity. That would take about 
11 cents a pound, grease basis. You may 
know Secretary Benson's answer before this 
issue reaches your mailbox. 


Milk and butterfat prices probably will 
end their seasonal rise before November 
is over. Production will soon pass the low 
point. With fall freshening of cows on 
the increase, production may pick up a 
little faster than usual in early winter. 

A few rays of light can be seen in the 
dairy outlook. Cow slaughter indicates that 
more rigorous culling is under way. The 
milk cow population is likely to be slight- 
ly smaller by the end of the year than it 
was at the beginning. Government officials 
guess that milk production for the next 12 
months will be about 123 billion pounds 
compared with 123.9 billion pounds in the 
last 12. Milk consumption in federal order 
markets is slightly iarger than last year. 
Weekly retail sales of butter in 4 cities 
for which reports are available show in- 
creases of 10 to 12 per cent over last year. 
The program authorized by Congress to 
use up to $50 millions a year from CCC 
funds to promote fluid milk consumption 
in the schools is being launched. The 
year’s crop of new consumers creates a de- 
mand for 1.5 to 1.8 billion pounds more 
milk a year. Several such increases in the 
market would be needed, however, before 
demand would absorb current yearly pro- 
duction at good prices without support. 


Egg producers will have to hoe out a 
hard row for another 6 months or so. Pro- 
duction will increase through the winter 
and will cause some drop in prices for 
large eggs below present low levels. 

The egg-feed ratio is lowest at this sea- 
son in over 30 years. Disgusted producers 
probably will sell off hens more rapidly 
than usual through winter and early spring. 
They are likely to neglect feeding and 
they'll be slow to order replacement chicks. 
These changes will make a better market 
later next year. 

Broiler prices will continue low in the 
next month or six weeks because of com- 
petition from turkey and other meats, but 
should turn upward by late December. 

Feed grain markets probably are set to 
work moderately higher through the next 
few months. Harvest-time sales of corn 
and sorghums probably are passing the 
peak. Storing and holding for a loan may 
be the best course for eligible growers who 
have a surplus. If you'll need to buy corn, 
stocking up now is advisable. Try to buy 
from growers ineligible for a loan.

Two groups—one worm-free and the other 
worm-infested—were fed a special diet 
containing Vitamin B,. and antibiotics.

The worm-free pigs on the special diet 
gained 161 pounds each while those infest- 
ed with worms fed the special diet 
gained only 118 pounds and 120 pounds 
each. The worm-free pigs on the regular 
diet gained 98 pounds and 154 pounds,

Round worms are among the most des- 
| tructive enemies in hog raising. They in- 
| fest hogs of any size and but do the 
| greatest damage to young pigs. The ma- 
ture round worms or Ascarids as they are 
termed, inhabit the small intestine. They 
are very large, measuring 6 to 12 inches 


in length and up to '4-inch in diameter. 
The worm eggs are expelled in the drop- 


pings to contaminate soil, feed, and water 
in the pen or hoglot. The eggs are then 
swallowed by pigs during the process of 
feeding. These hatch out as very tiny worms 
that travel in the blood and pass through 
several stages of development to’ finally 
reach the lungs. Continuing their travels 
they are coughed up from the lungs and 
then re-swallowed. Reaching the intestine 


again, they remain and grow to maturity, 


thus completing the life cycle. The adult 
worms cause obstructions, clogging the 
bowel and sometimes the bile duct, and

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worm eggs and thus become infested. Such 
infestations, while not as dangerous as 
heavy attacks, still reduce the rate of growth 
and profit. 

Brood sows should be wormed just be- 
fore or shortly after breeding. Marketing 
stock should be wormed again at about 





100 to 130 Ibs., particularly if hogs have 
been on the same premises for many years. 

In the worming of hogs it has 
found that a combination of different 
vermifuges (worming materials) will do a 
more effective and thorough job than a 
single drug such as sodium fluoride. Sodi- 
um fluoride being a poison knocks out the 
worms, but it affects the digestive 
system and thereby slows up growth.

How to Meet 
Your Banker 





Have you been in therhabit 
of borrowing only small amounts from 
your bank, and then buying much of your 
feed, fertilizer, and seed on time or credit? 
Ask your banker to increase your loan so 
that you can pay cash. In many cases the 
saving in buying on a cash basis is sub- 
stantial, and your banker is likely to con- 
sider you a better credit risk if you do not 
owe money to other creditors, 

Do you keep farm records or do you 
have to guess when your banker asks you 
about your income and expenses for last 
year? Farm records need not be detailed 
nor time-consuming. Usually, taking an | 
inventory at the beginning of each year, 
and keeping a record of cash income and 
expenses, is enough to help you in plan- 
ning your farm business. 

Once you really start planning ahead 
and trying to increase your income, you 
are likely to find that making changes in 
your farm business takes more money than 
you have, and you will need to borrow 
some. Your job when you want to borrow 
money is to show your banker that your 
loan is a good one. 

A farm loan is a good one if it enables 
you to make more money with it than 
you: could without it. Will adding more 
cows or chickens or improving your pas- 
tures increase your net incoine? Will buy- 
ing more machinery or a tractor reduce 
your expenses and save labor which can be 
used to farm more land or raise more live- 
stock? Figure it out. If such purchases or 
improvements will increase your profits, a 
loan for part of the cost is a good loan for 
you and for your bank. 

Your next step is to decide how and 
when you can pay the money back. Usually 
you will want to repay the loan from the 
additional income created by it. Your ap- 
lication -will get more consideration if you 
have a definite repayment plan in mind.— |

If herd 
has been certified to be Brucellosis-free, the 
animals may be sold or transferred if ac- 
companied by a report of a negative Bang’s 
test of the entire herd within 12 months.

Anaplasmosis 
in cattle is caused by a microscopic para- 
site that attacks the red blood cells, mostly | 
of mature bovines. The infection is trans- | 
ferred by horseflies, ticks, mosquitoes or | 
dirty instruments. Loss of appetite, yellow 
eyeballs, dry muzzle, dribbled urine, and 
general depression are symptoms. It may | 
be fatal to only a few of the sick animals, 
and again has taken half the herd. When | 
the cattle get well, they still carry the in- 
fection, as does the new-born calf of an 
infected dam. No known cure yet, but 
careful nursing will pull most through.

Scrapie, 
an infectious nerve disease of sheep, has 
been diagnosed in Cal., Ill, O., Ind.,
